charged with bootlegging; Frank 
Goblet for having a still in his home, 
and Wm. McDaniels for assault. 
Short and Goblet are bound over tc 
Cireuit court for trial and McDaniel: 
will be tried in Justice court next 
week. 

David Short of Frederic, who is 
believed by some to be the king of 
bootleggers in this vicinity tried’ to 
run the gauntlet with Sheriff Jor,en- 
son it appears, once too often when he 
came to town Monday noon with a 
suit case that centained contraband 
liquor, and was arrested and placed 
in jail. 

He was in the city last Friday and 
was pointed out to our new sheriff as 
a bootlegger, and at the time it is 
claimed he had a suitcase that looked 
as tho it might contain moonshine, 
Sheriff Jorgenson was <oo busy at the 
time to give the matter atten- 
tion but made up his mind that he 
would soqner or later get his man. 

On Monday last, Short came to 
town again, arriving on the Michigan 
Central “Cannonball”: at 19:40 a. m. 
Sheriff Jorgenson was at the train 
expecting him. Short went to the 
Cosmorolitan hotel and ordered din- 
ner. He had a suit case which he left 
standing in the office. The sherifi 
followed him and waited for him to 
come out but Short seemed to sense 
the fact that everything was not right 
and was going to get out and leave 
his suit case behind. Sheriff Jorgen- 
son stopped him and asked if that was 
his suit case and he replied that it 
was not, but he was told by the sher- 
iff that he knew better as he had just 
seen him get off the train with it ana 
carry it to the hotel and that he was 
in the room when he sat 1t down anu 
it had not been out of his sight. Then 
Short claimed that he just carried it 
in from the train for a friend. 01 
course that story was not believed anu 
Short was placed under arrest anc 
taken to jail. 

Upon examination of the suit case 
it was found to contain three two- 
quart fruit cans full of moonshine 
whiskey. Short waived a hearing ir 
justice court the following morning 
and was bound over to the April tern. 
of circuit court for trial. Bail was 
fixed at $500 which he furnished anu 
was released. 


While local officers were after Wm. 
McDaniels for having assaulted Mrs. 
Frank Moggo, they accidentally dis- 
covered a complete moonshine still at 
the home of Frank Goblet, near the 
cemetery. . 

McDaniels, charged with being 
drunk, tried to enter the home of Mrs. 
Moggo but was-denied entrance, anc 
wis told by the latter that her husbana 
was away and that her children hac 
whooping cough and that he could not 
come in. He made further efforts to 
get in by going to the rear door and 
finally succeeded in doing so and re- 
fused to leave, according to Mrs. Mog- 
go’s story to the officers. A pal vf 
McDaniel arrived at that time and ask- 
ed for admission and according to the 
woman's story, he was told to come in 
and was requested to help get McDan- 
iels out of the house. This was done, 
and after they left Mrs, Moggo went 
co one of the neighbors where there 
was a telephone and called Sheriff Jor- 
genson who was ill and could not get 
out. He notified deputy sheriff Yoder. 
When he arrived on the scene he found 
Constable LaChappelle on the job. 
They called Undersheriff Cody.and De- 
puty Ralph Hanna. The four of them 
went to the Moggo home and were 
told that the offenders had gone into 
the Frank Goblet home near by. 
There the officers found McDaniels 
back of the house and believing there 
were others in the house demanded ad- 
nission. This was refused them. 
Sheriff Cody demanded that if the door 
wasn’t opened he would break it open, 
which he did. 

All lights had been put out and the 
place was dark. Lighting a matct 
they discovered the owner of the house 
Frank Goblet who claimed there was 
nobody else in the house. However 
the officers continued their search and 
found a complete distillary, ten gal- 
lons of mash, and three quarts of 
moonshine whiskey. 

McDaniels and Goblet were placed 
under arrest and taken to jail. In 
searching the prisoners Goblet war 
found to have in his possession 
$237.60 in cash, and a bank book 
showing funds in the Grayling bank 
amounting to $2229.37. He is -alsc 
reported to possess property in 
France .amounting to about $35,000 
00. He was bound over to the Cir- 
cuit court for trial, and is out on 
$500.00 bail. 

Two charges were made against 
McDaniels, one for drunkenness, a 
trial for which will be held Monday 
a. m.; and one for assault, trial to be 
held Tuesday a. m.

LECTURE COURSE 
ON LAND CLEARING 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, DE.- 
VELOPMENT BUREAU AND 
RAILROADS CO-OPERATE, 


A series of forty-one land clearing 
meetings arranged for northeastern 
Michigan by N. A. Kessler, assistant 
land clearing specialist of the Michi- 
gan Agricultural college with the co- 
operation of the Northeastern Michi- 
gan Development bureau, will start at 
Midland Feb. 19. As. with the land 
clearing schools conducted by the col- 
lege last fall, the Michigan Central 


and Detroit & Mackinaw railroads are 
co-operating in this project, 


The program at cach meeting will! 


consist of movies and a talk on land 
clearing by L. F, Livingston, land 
clearing specialist, of the M. A. C, and 
a discussion of the dairy business in 
northern Michigan by E. J. Leinhouts, 
assistant agricultural agent for the 
New York Central lines. A part of 


the land clearing talk which will be of |: 


vital interest to the farmers will be 
that on how explosives, both govern- 
ment and commercial may be obtained 
at a lesser cost than heretofore. 

All of the meetings will be held in 
the big white demonstration car which 
has a seating capacity of a hundred 
people, and is admirably equipped for 
the showing of moving pictures. It is 
expected that this car will be taxed to 
its capacity at the various places list- 
ed in the itinerary. 

Because of the large territory to be 
covered, it wag necessary to reduce 
the number of meetings previously 
contemplated in order to cover the 
ground in the time available and as a 
result a number of interested com- 
munities will not have land clearing 
meetings at this time. 

These meetings are a part of the 
campaign to make northeastern Mich- 
igan farms more efficient and will urge 
the removal of stumps from those 
fields which are under cultivation. 
This does not mean clearing new land, 
it simply means finishing a job half 
done thereby making it possible to 
raise more crops at less cost than was 
previously possible.

Objections to tax plans that held 
the center of the stage in legislative 


‘discussions during the first few weeks 
of the 1923 session of the Michigan 


‘lawmakers are.beginning to be heard 


in public hearings and committes 
meetings. At first the newly advo- 
cated plan of raising money for state 
Purposes was the thing. But now 
comes the inning of those who would 
be hit and who want the world to 
know of their opposition, 


Gas Tax Called Unfalr. 


~ Sidney Waldon, president of the 
Detroit Automobile Club, presented to 
& joint committee hearing of the high- 
way committees of the senate and 
house, bis objections to a tax of two 
cents a gallon on gasoline. Such a 
tax, he declared, ia» inequitable and 
would hit the poor motorist w'se 
than it would the man who can af- 
ford a high priced car. Twin sixes, 
he said, use only about twice as 
much gas as do flivvers, though they 
cost a lot more than twice the price. 
Owners of light cars paying two cents 
per gallon of gas, would not be get- 
ting a square deal, he argued, the 
Nght car owner causing much less 
wear and tear on the roads than the 
heavy cara. 

In place of a gasoline tax, Mr. Wal- 
don suggested that a fairer method 
would be the computing of license 
fees in such a way a8 to make heavy 
cars pay in proportion. to weight. 
He also stated that the motor car 
owner now pays six different kinds 
of taxes and will have to pay seven 
{f the gasoline tax {s made law. The 
committee will report out soon, it Is 
expected. some form of bill that will 
throw the whole argument over a gas 
tax or car-weight tax on the floor of 
both houses. 


Corporation Tax Bills Amended. 

Changes in the plan of an amended 
corporation tax.already have resulted 
from the public hearing in the sen- 
ate on the Slig's bill to remove the 
$10.000 maximum limit of tax on cor- 
porations. Senator Sligh has put in 
an amended hill which also would re- 
move the minimum of $50. Senator 
Wood, of Detroit. has put in a bill 
to reduce the corporation tax from 
3 1-2 to 21-2 mills per dollar of capi- 
tal stock; to fncrease the maximum 
tax from $10,000 to 3200.900; and to 
reduce the minimum tax from $50 to 
$10. 


Judicial 


Changes Opposed, 


Protests are coming to legislators 
from many parts of the state against 
the Henry bill to change the judicial 
circuits of Michigan from 40 down to 
10, with enough judges to each cir- 
cuit so that all will be kept busy 
and cases will be heard in the terms 
assigned. The objectors take the 
Stand that the existing system would 
be disorganized by such a change. 
Their attitude is exactly opposed to 
that of the last constitutional con- 
vention, which favorably indorsed 
the idea of rotating judges of cir- 
cuit courts on the ground that ‘they 
would be removed from neighbor- 
hood prejudices, 


Solons Guard Their Prerogatives. 


The first appropriation bills to 
come from the state affairs commit- 
tee of the house, on their way to the 
ways and means committee, where 
the budget will be cast up, have had 
stricken from them the provision that 
the appropriations are subject to the 
approval of the state administrative 
board. Most appropriation bills in- 
troduced this year have had such a 
clause giving the administrative 
board the final say. 

That acquiescence {n_ these pro- 
visions by the Jegislature would really 
mean the delegating of legislative 
power to the executive branch of the 
state government was the one objec- 
tion heard when appropriation bilis 
first began to appear. Little was 
heard about the matter afterwards. 
but the action of the house com- 
mittee would appear to indicate that 
the ,,a@bjection had been taken to 
heart and that the representatives 
still are jealous of their prerogatives. 


State Falr Plans Expansion. 


The Michigan State Fair, now the 
property of the people of Michigan, 
and which has grown great in the last 
decade out of its own earnings, seeks 
$100,000 from the state for premiums 
and also wants authorization to in- 
crease its bonded indebtedness to 
$1,000,000, secured by the property of 
the fair and the credit of the state. 
The present bonded indebtedness is 
$388,000. The increase is wanted for 
new buildings, including a $160,000 
sheep and swine bullding and $100,- 
000 for grandstand additions. It is 
planned to pay the bonds out of eafn- 
ings of the state fair. 

The state fair board will have a 
new chairman this year in the per- 
son of L. Whitney Watkins, of 
Manchester, who has been chosen 
by Gov. Groesbeck as commissioner 
of the state department of agricul- 
ture to succeed John A. Doelle, re- 
signed. Commissioner Watkins is 
one of the best known farmers in 
the state. 

The senate has adopted the fnsur- 
ance department bill to give state 
control over fire rating bureaus. 
Some oratory was spilled over this 
pill, warning being given by Senator 
Gansser, of Bay City, that it would 
not be permitted to become a step

By a vote of 83 to 10 the house 
adopted the Howarth bill to amend an 
ancient law protibiting the marriage 
of persons in institutions for insan- 
ity, feeble-mindedneas oor epilepsy.

Income Tax Keeps Bobbing Up. 

A matter that refuses to stay 
6quelched is the proposal for a state 
income tax. Even the fact that auch 
a tax was defeated decisively by vote 
of the people last fall has failed to 
stop its advocates from proposing it 
again. Several farm leaders in the 
legislature have conferred with the 
governor and other state officers on 
the situation, seeking a way to es 
tablish the tax by law. 

Direct action by the people in an- 
other referendum also will be sought 
in the November, 1924 election on a 
new proposal for such an income tax, 
it was made known to the legislators 
after a meeting in Lansing by the 
joint legislative committee of the 
State Grango, State Farm Bureau, 
the Gleaners and the Associated 
Farmers’ clubs. Their proposal is 
for a graduated tax on incomes from 
$4,000 a year up. Below $20,000 the 
tax would be five per cent; up to $40,- 
000, six per cent; up to $60.000, 
seven per cent; up to $80,000, sight 
per cent; up to $100,000, nine per 
cent and over $100,000. ten per cent. 
Initiatory petitions will be circulated

Brief Notes of Interest. 


Real oratory in large lots is looked 
for in the near future over the Pit- 
Kin bill to establish the death penal- 
ty for murder in Michigan. The 
house judiciary committee decided 
that the mattet was one that ought 
the whole house 
and not by one committee, so turned 
the bill back to the house with bo 
recommendation, It is anticipated 
that the house will permit it to go 
before the committee of the whole, 
where everyone with an idea on the 
subject will have a chance to express 
himself in detail. 

The regular anti-lobbyist move was 
a little late in coming this year but 
appeared in a new form in the house 
when Rep. John Holland of Gogebic, 
introduced a resolution that the 
speaker name a committee of three 
members to pass on the right of ad- 
mission to the floor of the house of 
any person not a member. Under sus- 
pension of the rules the house adopt- 
ed his resolution, so lobbyists now 
will be tossed out into the capitol ro- 
tunda if they bother the representa- 
tives in their daily deliberations, 

The house labor committee, com- 
posed mainly of men favorable to 
labor legislation, has given favorable 
reports on the Holland 8-hour day bill 
and the Henze bill to prohibit em- 
ployers from taking finger prints of 
employes. It also {s expected to re- 
port out promptly the changes in the 
compensation act proposed by Rep. 
McDonald. The attitudé of the whole 
house on these measures will be re- 
corded when the bills come up for 
passage, 

Legislative attention also was at- 
tracted to a meeting of state busi- 
ness men, under the auspices of the 
Michigan Manufacturers’ Association, 
in this city at which resolutions were 
adopted calling upon the legislature 
to cut to the bone all appropriations 
80 as to stop soaring taxation. The 
meeting asked the legislature to sub- 
mit to the people the question of deft- 
nitely limiting tax rates throughout 
Michigan. 

Rep. Dawe, of Monroe, one of the 
five Democrats in the house, was kept 
out of sessions for three weeks by 
an injury to one of his eyes. When 
he arrived on the job he found that 
he had $100 salary coming to him and 
offered it back to the state because 
of his absence. There being no pre 
cedent for such a refund out of the 
$800 session salary of a lawmaker he 
withdrew his refund motion later. 

The senate defeated the bill intro- 
duced some time ago by Senator 
Condon, of Detroit, and said to be 
almed at Charlie Chaplin. The bill 
would have made !t a misdemeanor 
to ridicule or caricature a minister 
or other church official {in a theatri- 
cal act or motion picture, In a recent 
Chaplin film the screen comedian im- 
personated a minister of the -gospel.

Witneas for Radicals on Trial at 8t. 
Joacph Telle Story of Pro-

Chicago—An amazing story of in- 
trigue and deception was unfolded 
Monday when Frank P. Walsh, attor- 
ney for 22 communists facing trial at 
8t. Jéseph, Mich., for advocating 
orfminal syndicalism, began taking 
-the deposition of Albert Bailin, alias 
Balanow, self-confessed spy and agent 
provacuteur. 

By Balanow’s testimony, Mr. Walsh 
is seeking to show that radical organ- 
zations and “red” scares were invent- 
ed at will by private detective agen- 
cles to assist them in collecting large 
sums from banking and other inter- 
ests for the purpose of investigating 
an imaginery radical menace. 


Making and Faking “Reds.” 
Balanow, in a story that 


ing and the “double” double cross to 
high comedy, swore he had worked 
for the W. J. Burns and the Thiel 
detective agencies at the same time as 
an expert on radical questions; that 
he bad sold the secret reports of the 
Thiel agency to the Burns people;

Later, under direction of Flannigan, 
he said, he joined the I. W. W., So- 
elallat party, Socialist-Labor party, 
Communist party, Communist-Labor 
party, Young Peoples’ Socialist Lea-, 
gue, Workers’ Industrial Union, and 
other organizations, and sought to stir 
up violence among their members 
Flannigan, he said, furnished him 
typewritten speeches to read at meet-' 
ings of the organizations, seeking to 
cause dissention and trouble.

Three Houra Elapse Before Rescue 
Crews Arrive. From Town 
80 Miles Away.

Dawson, N. M.—Daweon’s death list 
in the disastrous biast which wrecked 
mine No. 1 of the Phelps-Dodge. cor 
poration, Thursday of last week is 120, 
according to mine. officials, -Work of 
recovering the bodies continued until 
the first of this week. Two of the 
trapped men, entombed for 16 hours, 
miracualously escaped death. 

The explo8ion in the mine toppled 
telephone and telegraph poles for 
miles around, : 

Three hourg elapsed before rescue 
crews with helmets and gas fighting 
equipment could arrive from Raton, 
thirty miles away. 

One hundred and forty-one miners 
entered the mine but 19 of them had 
checked out before the explosion, 80 
that 122 men were in the mine when 
the accident occurred. 

The mine was what is commonly 
termed tn this district a ‘“non-gaa- 
eous” one and was extensively 
equipped. with a sprinkling system. 
The fire bosses who remained in the 
mine on the night preceding the ex- 
Plosion did not report any unusual 
conditions. The cause of the explo 
sion has not been determined. 

Last week’s mine disaster is the 
second in a decade experienced by 
the little mining town of Dawson. 

Entrapped in a tunnel of the Stag 
Canyon Coal Mine No, 2, also 
owned by the Pheips-Dodge corpora- 
tion on Tuesday afternoon. October 
21, 1913. by a terrific explosion, 261 
miners lost their lives before rescue 
crews could reach them, and two of 
their rescuers were killed by the fatal 
gasses as they sought to reach their 
comrades in -the fume-filled death 
chambers under ground.

Cost of Government $220 for Each 
Worker, ts Eatimate. 


New York—The total cost of gov- 
erning the people of the United States 
is nearly $8,500,000,000 a year, accord- 
ing to a computation made for the 
Budget, the monthly publication of 
the national budget committee, by 
William P. Helm, Jr., tts Washington 
correspondent. 

On the basis of 40,000,000 workers, 
whose gross income is $60,000,000,000 
a year, this means that the burden of 
government on every man or woman 
in business or professional life, includ- 
ing the 2,000,000 persons who are on 
the public payrolls in nation, states, 
cities, countres and other municipali- 
ties, would be about $220 annually. 

If they should contribute labor in- 
stead of. dollars, every worker would 
give as his or her share more than 
seven weeks’ labor every year, Every 
week every one of us would work ap- 
proximately one day without pay as 
our contribution to the cost of pre 
serving Hfe, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness under our intricate and 
far-flung system of government. 

All the hired men on all the farms 
in the United States barely equal in 
number our public pay-roll attaches.

Professor E. V. McCollum, and as- 
sociates at John Hopkins University, 
found, in the case of rats used for ex- 


H perimental purposes, that growth 
E could be secured when the fat in.the 
i food was butterfat, whereas, no 


: growth could be secured when the but- 
terfat was replaced by lard, olive oil, 
or vegetable oils. 

“Milk, like the cereal grains and 
most other natural foods, contains all 
the essential food elements, and hu- 
man experience teaches us that the 
proportions in which they occur in 
this product are more satisfactory 
than in many other natural foods.”— 
McCollum. 


“Milk is, without doubt, our most 
important food-stuff. The composi- 
tion of milk is such that when used in 
combination with other food-stuffs of 
either animal or vegetable: origin, it 
corrects their dietary deficiencies.”— 
McCollum, 


“In considering the value of milk as 

a part of the diet it should be borne 
; in mind that with respect to the)pro~ 
i tein factor, it may enhance the value 
i of Ge proteins of the remainder of 
: the¥food.”——Same. 

“When taken as the sole food sup- 
ply by the adult, milk is very liable 
to produce constipation; and, because 
of its high protein content, may lead 
to the excessive development of pu- 
. trefactive bacteria in the intestine.”— 
Same. 

“With the exception of milk the 
foods of animal origin do not supple- 
ment completely the dietary deficien- 
cies of the seeds and their products. 

“Milk and the leaves of plants are 
to be regarded as protective foods, and 
should never be omitted from the diet. 
Milk is a better protective food than 


per 


are the leaves, when used in appro- 
priate amounts.”-—Same. 

In Dr. MeCollum’s experiments two 
young rats, of equal size at the start, 
were fed exactly alike excepting in 
the character of the fat they received. 
One was given 5 per cent of sun-flow- 
seed oil, and grew scrawny and 
undersized. Its mate received one and 
one-half per cent of butterfat, and 
greatly out grew the other. 


“Butterfat, egg yolk fats and the 
leaves of plants, contain a dietary es- 
sential, the chemical nature of which 
is unknown, which is necessary for 
growth or maintenance of health. This 
substance ig known as fat-soluble A, 
and is not found in any fats or oils of 
vegetable origin. A lack of this sub-} 
stance in the diet causes the develop- 
ment of a peculiar eye disease known | 
as xerophthalmia.”—-Same. 


The above should encourage us all! 
to allow growing children, at least, a/| 
liberal allowance of milk and butter, 
and to weaken our faith in butter sub- 
stitutes. 

Osborne and Mendel have noted, in 
experimental animal feeding, that the 
introduction of 5 or more per cent of 
butterfat into the ration caused 
prompt recovery in cases where the 
animals were within a few days of 
death in advanced cases of xeroph- 
thalmia characterized hy swollen eyes, 
inflamed cornea, and approaching 
blindness. 5 

“Vegetable fats and oils, such as 
olive oil, cottonseed oil, peanut and co- 
coanut oils, although good energy 
yielding foods, do not furnish this die- 
tary essential known as fat-soluble 
A. The body fats of animals, such as 
lard, beef fat, etc. are not important 
sources of fat-soluble A.”—Same. 

McCollum and co-workers have! 
brought on, in rats, severe cases of 
xeropthalmia (bad eye trouble) by 
feeding a diet lacking in the food es- 
sential known as fat-soluble A. They 
have been able to make the animal 
recover promptly, in the early stages 
of the disease, by adding 5 or more 
per cent of butterfat to the ration. 

“Ageing “is, therefore, effective in! 


causing changes in both raw and pas- 
teurized milk, so that the danger of 
the development of scurvy in infants 
to which it is fed is increased. 

‘Milk should not be kept’ in the 
home without efficient refrigeration, 
and should be consumed before it be- 
comes stale. 

‘Pasteurization seems, in itself, to 
have little influence in lowering the 
food value of milk. Pasteurization 
does not render milk permanently 
harmless. 

‘The public should insist on having 
its milk produced under hygienic con- 
ditions. : 

‘Stale milk is dangerous, especially 
for use in infant feeding.”—Same. 

“Rickets is a nutritional disease, es- 
pecially prevalent in children in whose 
diet milk is replaced too largely by 
cereals and other vegetable foods, not 
‘suited to the delicate digestive tract 
of the young child. 

‘The milk of mothers. taking such 
diets (derived from endosperm of 
wheat, corn, rice, bolted flour, de- 
germinated corn meal, polished rice, 
tubers and meats) does not satisfac- 
torily nourish the young. Such 
diet will, in the course of a few 
months, cause a distinct lowering of 
the vitality of an adult, and will cause 
even greater injury to the young 
child.”—Same. 

“In experiments, definite evidence 
is presented that fat-soluble A is not 
abundant in the milk unless present 
in the diet of the mother, though the 


mother may supply this dietary fac- 


tor for a time from the reserve force 
of her own body.”-—Same. 

Recently, at the Agricultural Col- 
lege, | saw mother rats, thin, bent, 
and nearly used up, through supply- 
ing to the milk of their nursing little 
ones, from the reserve supply’ of the 
mother’s body, elements which the 
feeder purposely kept lacking in the 
mother’s ration. 

“Rolled oats, like seeds, require im- 
provement in respect to three dietary 
factors before it becomes a complete 
food; and, on such a faulty diet the 
mother produces milk which is not 
sitisfactory for the promotion of 
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Harry E. Simpson.

“We are not to expect that a diet 
consisting of even a complex mixture 
of seeds, tubers and roots, will pro- 
duce milk of highly satisfactory char- 
acter, and without undue strain on the 
mother. It has been emphasized that 
even this list of foods of the class 
whose functions are those of storage 
organs, do not suffice even when com- 
bined with meat, to induce satisfac- 
tory growth in the young. It follows, 
as a logical conclusion, that a lactat- 
ing mother will not be able to pro- 
duce milk of a very satisfactory char- 
aeter when she is restricted to such 
food-stuffs. 
‘There are two classes of food-stuffs 
so constituted as to correct the defic- 
iences of seeds, tubers, roots and 
meat. These are milk and the leaves 
of plants, and they should be used 
very liberally in the diet.’”-—Same. 

“Milk in liberal amounts should al- 
ways be included in the diet of the 
lactating mother.”—Same. 

“In 1916 the governor of Mississippi 
volunteered to aid the Public Health 
Service by offering a pardon to any 
adult healthy male white prisoner who 
would volunteer to take whatever diet 
Dr. Goldberger might prescribe for 
six months. Eleven actually under- 
went the test. He fed those men on 
dishes prepared from the following 
test: ordinary white flour, ordinary 
store corn meal, rice, starch, sugar, 
molasses, fat pork, cabbage, collards, 
turnip-greens, sweet potatoes, and 
coffee. The men never complained of 
the diet. It was what most of them 
were accustomed to. 

In the course of six months, 6 
the 11 men were diagnosed by Dr. 
Goldberger and other physicians of 
the Public Health Service, and several 
other dermatologists who were famil- 
iar with pellagra, as having incipient 
signs of that disease. 

‘You cannot make a_ satisfactory 
diet of cereals, peas and beans, pota- 
toes, fleshy roots and muscle meats, 
and ham, round steak, porterhouse 
steak, and so on. Not that we cannot 
grow up on it; not that we cannot live 
on it; but, you will be as old looking 
at 40 years as you would be at 66 on 
a proper diet”—Dr. McCollum in tes- 
timony before Committee on Agricul- 
ture of House of Representatives, 
First Session, sixty-seventh Congress, 
page 21. 

“As a nation we use approximately 
half a pint of milk per day per person. 

I advise a quart a day.””—Same. 

When porterhouse steak sells for 
30c a pound, milk is worth 20 cents 
per quart. 

When round steak sells for 20c a 
pound, milk is worth 16.5 cents -per 
quart. 

When ham sells for 25 cents a 1b. 
milk is worth 16.5 per quart. 

When eggs sell for 30c a dozen, 
milk is worth 25 cents. per quart. 
—R. M. Washburn, Prof. Dairy Hus-_ 
bandry, University of Minnesota. 

Milk should be served cooled; but, 
not iced. It is of greatest benefit 
when taken at regular intervals be- 
tween meals or before retiring.

-In the making of his income tax re- 
turn for the year 1022, a taxpayer, if 


single, is allowed an exemption of 
$1,000. A marri 
a family, whose net income for the 
year 1922 was $6,000 or less is allow- 
ed an exemption of $2,500. The ex- 
emption allowed a married person or 
head of a family whose net income 
was in excess of $5,000 is $2,000. A 
head of a family is a person who ac- 
tually supports one or more persons 
living in his or her household who are 
closely related to him or her by blood, 
marriage or adoption. 

An additional credit of $400 is al- 
lowed for each person (other than 
husband or wife) dependent upon the 
taxpayer for chief support, if such 
person is under 18 years of age or in- 
capable of self support because men- 
tally or physically defective. A single 
man whose net-income for 1922 wae 
$2,000 and who supports in his home 
an aged mother would have no tax to 
pay, but would nevertheless be requir- 
ed to file a return. The fact that a 
person’s income may be nontaxable by 
reason of the exemptions does not nul- 
lify the requirement to file a return if 
his income was within the prescribed 
figures—$1,000 if single and $2,000 if 
married. 

The normal tax is 4 per cent on the 
first $4,000 of. net income in excess of 
the exemptions, and 8 per cent on the 
remaining net income. The tax may 
be paid in full at the time of filing the 
return, or in four installments due on 
or before March 15, June 15, Septem- 
ber 15, and December 15.
